Military Precautions in Manila. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
wilitury authorities strenuously deny that 
there is the lenst probability of any trouble 
with the insurgent sympathizers in Manila, 
it would seem (says the Manila Times) that 
they are not going to allaw  thernselves'to 


be caught napping. Artillery is being plac- 
ed in places about the city heretofore 
practically unprotected except by small 
infantry. guard detachments. Yesterday, 
two rapid-fire Gatling guns wore placed in 
the Headquirters Department of Southern 
Luzon, and itis understood that u small 
gunlont willtuke up a position in the lagoon 
at the rear of the Headquarters building. 
The Headquarters of the Department of 
Southern Luzvn is in Paco, and only about 
a mile from Santa Ana. This section of 
the city hag always been more or less a 
hotbed of insurgents and insurgent 
sympathizers. At the time of the outbreak

Sir,--I havethe honour to. address you 
with regard to the question of the: water 
supply ‘for ‘the City and’ Hill District, 
which: in consequence of-tho meagre ruin- 
fall during the past wet season, is far from 
adequate ‘to enable. the system .of fall sup- 
ply to be maintained until next year’s rains 
arrive, unless some very unusual fall, -of 
rain occurs during the presentdry season, 
Ag this cannot be reckoned upon, I con- 
sider it necessary to take steps to-ourtail 
the aupply sit an eirly-date. 

The quantity. of water in the reservoirs 
on the 28th wtimo aguregated 288 unillion, 
gallons, and the quantity drawn from the 
reservoirs during the preceding seven days 
emounts to.18} million, gallons, , 

At the game rate of draw-off, .there was 
therefore 10. weeks’ full .supply in the 
reservoirs on the 28th ultimo, or sufficient 
{o last-until nearly the middlo of February. 
From this -i¢ will be seen that the: fail 
supply cannot with safety bo. continued. 

Allowing the fall supply tobe maintained 
until the 12th instant, the storage. will then: 
have been reduced by two weeks, leaving 
18 weeks’ full supply or. 26 weeks" half 
supply. Oni the: latter basis, there is anf- 
ficient water to last until about the middle 
of May next, by which time next yenr’s 
ising may safely bo relied upon, Me 

Tt.has been: found that, by” turning on 
the jvater in accordance with the :notice. 
which I enclose, the consumption is reduced. 
by about half, and I therefore. submit that 
the notice be published in. the newspapers 
and the supply be curtailed on and after

THE MANILA SANITARY 
BOARD. 
Precautions against Plague. 
The health department of the City of 
Manila has now got its department of in- 


spection in as thorough working urder as is 
possible, with the material at hand, and 
each inspector is required to visit a given 
number of huonses in his section in order 
that the whole section may be entirely in- 
apected once. in every month, in order to 
enfore the very necessary rule of clean and 


sanitary premises, whether they Le the 


cusas of the highest in the land, or the tiny 


shack of the humble Chino dealer in 


cigarettes and *squeeze’'—and wou unto 
the dweller in vither, if there isanything in’ 
either one or the other which grates un the 
nerves of the Sanitary Department, for the 
matter will be at once pounced npon, and 
every precaution taken to eradicate any 
possible evil effects of the neglect which 
may be disvovered 

To show what those inspectors are doiny, 
each one, every morning before starting on 
his day's round, is rerquirer to fill up a blank, 
which constitutes his daily report, sh 5 
the actual hous sited-on the previous 
day, the condition in which he found the 
premises, and whether any rats were caught, 

When the repurt shows that any rats have 
been caught they are.immedistely sent te che 
luboratory ‘of the department fer examina- 
tion, and classification intu | plague’ and 
‘nen-plague’ lots, in order to abtain through 
the statistics su secured an approximate 
estimation of the proportionate existence of 
the ‘ plague’ rat, und the common or house 
rodent, and here is where a dangerous work 
ia being daily done in the interests of the 
public and of humanity. 

Into this Iahuratory are lrought rate in 
twos, and tens, and hundreds, and each of 
these is handled by the Superintendent and 
his band of devoted assistants; The object 
of this course is to discover whethor or not 
they ure plague rats. - Each cayo is carofully 
docketed with the name of the street and 
the number of tha house in which the rat 
was found, and whon, on examination the 
rodents are found to be plague rats, the 
Board of Heulth immediately deals with 
that house whero the rat was found, as 


Vthough there hal.been an actual case of |. 


plegue therein. : ‘ 
The danger of this work is abundantly 
clear when it is stated ‘that the 
emaltest abrasion of: the skin of the 
examiner, whether by the teeth or the 
claws .of the rat, when touched with 
plague, would be suflicient fo com*fu- 
Dicate the fell disease, to the operators, 
in regard to the extermination of rats, 
the ‘trap plan having been found=not to 
wark satisfactorily, the use ofaspocial poison 
is now being tried, and this ie placed in| 
small cans in‘all the housea.: To lessen the 
risk to the inmates, the poisoners take these 
cans to the house at an hour late enough for 
the children to boall in bed, and the dome- 
stic pets sécared for the night,”.and they 
then call. round to collect any dead rats that 
may be found about the premises, at an ear- 
ly-hour of the morning, before the children 
r8 up, or the pets loose. ' ;
